It is practically impossible to de 
scribe a shoe in a way that is convinc­ 
ing enough to get good results, as the 
wide latitude allowed in advertising 
mak es it possible to use exactly the 
same description for 
a low 
priced 
shoe that is used In describing the 
highest grades. 
One sure way for a shoe store to 
get results that are lasting is to sys­ 
tematically advertise in the personal 
appea' way. 
‘Tioe dealers as a rule feel that 
they either lack the time or the ability 
to wri:e advertisements, but personal 
appeal advertisements should be writ­ 
ten by some one right in the store. 
For a number of years this store 
has been running copy each week un­

Shop 
Talk ." 
Shop Talk is merely used as a head­ 
ing that is general enough to permit 
any store subject to be tak en up. 
The personal appeal in the way of 
H eart to Heart talk s

persistently k ept up. 
It does not require an advertising 
expert to do this.

Washington, April 15 — In a note of 
warning sent by the state department 
to President Madero at Mexico City 
and to Orozco, the rebel chieftain, in 
the mountains of Chihuahua, demands 
for the protection and fair and civi­ 
lized treatment of American citizens 
in Mexico were expressed in forceful 
and unmistakable terms. 
In the note 
the acting secretary of state

Mexico’s attention to the enormous 
property loases sustained by Am eri­ 
cans in Mexico aa a result of the pres­ 
ent disturbances and emphasizes the 
brutal treatment, and murder of Am er­ 
ican citizens 
such treatment as does 
not characterize 
a 
civilized 
nation 
President Madero is informed in [»lain 
terms that his government will l»e held 
responsible for the protection of Am er­ 
icans aud both federáis and rebels are 
warned that they must recognize the 
m ilitary laws of civilized nation« in 
treatm ent of American 
prisoners of 
w ar and must give them fair trial in 
stead of shooting them down. 
The developments of the last few 
days, including the murder of Albert 
Fountain, an American, who was cap­ 
tured while serving in a regular ca­ 
pacity in the federal army, the shoot­ 
ing up of trains and killing and injur-; 
ing of American citizens, the rifling 
of United States mails and the gener­ 
ally defiant and insulting attitude as­ 
sumed by Orozco toward Americans 
and the Am erican government because 
the belligerency of his movement has 
not been recognized, have brought the!

If he mov es after hav in g reg istered he 
must at the n ex t session reg ister in 
the p recin ct in to which he has moved.
